1. (Unclassified - RIK) LIAISON Called Barbara Allem, on, the 
staff of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, in response to her 
call of late yesterday afternoon ta check on the compartmented clearances 
of staff members, David Keaney and Roy Werner. After receiving word 
from our Compartmented Information Branch which had also checked with 
DoD, I advised her that their clearances had not yet been approved. 


3. (Unclassified -RJK) LIAISON Called James Sieben, in the 
St. Paul office of Senator Wendell R. Anderson (D., Minn.), in response 
to his earlier request for a constituent. He had asked about the percent 
of land in the United States which is owned by foreigners. Having checked 
with NFAC/CSS, I advised his secretary because Sieben was out of the 
office that, unfortunately, this Agency could not help with this kind of 
information since our responsibilities relate to foreign intelligence, and I 
suggested that the Commerce Department might be able to help.

32. (Unclassified - RLB) LEGISLATION Spoke with Pat Norton, 
on the staff of the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence, to obtain 
information on the Committee's anticipated hearing scheduled on S. 2525, 
the intelligence charter legislation. Mr. Norton said he hoped to speak 
with Bill Miller, Staff Director, within the next day or two to obtain a 
tentative schedule. At this point, however, Mr. Norton indicated 
Senator Walter D. Huddleston's (D., Ky.) Subcommittee on Charters 
and Guidelines probably would begin hearings in about four weeks, 
receiving testimony as to the general issues in the legislation from 
witnesses such as Clark Clifford. Mr. Norton also indicated testimony 
from former DCI's, Admiral Turner and other Government officials would 
follow this initial phase (perhaps two sessions per week for a period of time). 
The testimony this year probably would focus on the general issues 
(e.g., what activities should be prohibited, the role of the Director in 
heading the CIA, what activities should be allowed regarding collection 
of information on U.S. persons, etc.), and that this, coupled with 
working-level discussions as to specific, line-by-line changes in the 
bill, would provide the necessary material to redraft the bill for 
reintroduction at the start of the 96th Congress in January 1979. 
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
